AN INTERESTING LETTER. 


Thomas Paterson, Psq., 


Bowanville, 


Ontario (96) of the pioneer merchants’ | 


WVoronto, He is a native of Peebles, 
in the south of Scotland, and bas lived 
71 years in Canada. Mr, Paterson was 
one of the two young men who were 
the first to welcome to Toronto Mr. 
George Brown, the founder of the To- 
ronto Globe. He was also the life- 
jong friend of the Hon, Thos. Ballan- 
tyne, also a native of Peebles, who was 
un extensive cheese merchant jn On- 
tario, shipping large quantities to the 
Old Country, and Who also became 
speaker of the Ontario Legislature. Mr 
Paterson remembers seeing the Duke 
of Wellington in London and Sir Wal- 
ter Scott in Mdinburgh. 

In @ letter dater 3rd March, 1911 to 
a nephew who resides in Hdmonton, 
Mr, laterson writes as follows: 

‘There can be no question about the 
truth of Sir Wilfrid Laurier's often 
quoted remark that as the 19th century 


had been the century for the United 
States, so the 20th century would be 
the century for Canada, and the last 


few years justifies the saying, at_pre- 
sent the all-engrossing topic is Reci- 
procity, and it is marvellous to, see the 
diversity of opinion on both sides of 
thel ine as to its effect on the two 
countries, Ultra men on both sides 
predict nothing but blue ruin For 
my own part whether the measure 
is passed or rejected will not put me 
about. We have been and now are a 
prosperous people, and may well be 
content, but I am quite sanguine that 
the adoption of the measure will very 


greatly increase the friendly feeling 
between the two nations 

Politicians have raised the cry of 
annexation, but that is dead and buri- 
ed, never to rise. Lord Elgin arrang- 
ed a treaty in 1864 which lasted till 
1866, when our trade with Uncle Sam 
had more than doubled. When to their 
own loss and our they put an end to 
the treaty, because they thought that 
our sympathies were too much with 
the south in the civil war. During 


those twelve years there was not the 
slightest indication of any annexation 
feeling 

The United States have done by Le- 
gisiation all they could to compel an 


nexation, by tmposing a tariff that 
shut us out of their markets, but this 
has turned out to be a blessing in 


disguise. 
Canada sought and found new mar- 
kets to the no small cost of our south- 
ern friends. For instance, 66 2-3 of 
the (cheese entering British ports 
comes from the Dominion and _ then
